THE SECRET CLOSET;:

A little more than fifty years ago, a man 
hy the name of Henry Thompson called at 
the house of John Smith, a resident in a re- 
tired part of England, and requested a night's 
lodging. This request was readily granted, 
and the stranger, haying taken some refresh- 
tnents, retired early to bed, requesting that 
he might be awakened Letimes the following 
morning. When the servant appointed to 
call him entered the room for that purpose, 
he was found in his bed perfectly dead. On 
examining his body, no marks of violence 
appeared, but his countenance looked ex- 
tremely natural, The atory of his death svon 
spread among the neighbors, and inguiries 
were made who be was, and by what means 
he came by his death, 

Nothing certain, however, was known 
He had arrived on horseback, and was seen 
passing through a neighboring village, about 
an hour before he reached the house where 
he came tohisend. And then, as ta the 
manner of his death, so fittle could be dis- 
covered, that the jury which were sumaroned 
to investigate the cause retyrned ao verdict 
that he died ‘by a visitation ot God.” When 
this was done, the stranger was buried. 

Days and weeks passed on, aad little fur- 
ther was known, The public mind, how- 
ever, was not at rest. Suspicion existed that 
foul means had hastened the stranger's 
death, Whispers fo that effect were ex- 
pressed, nnd inthe minds of many, Smith 
was considered as the guilty man. The 
former character of Smith had not been 

ood. He had lived a loose and irregular 
ife, involved himself in debt by his extrava- 
gance, and at length, being suspected of 
having obtained money wrongfully, he sud- 
denly fled fromthe town. More than ten 
years, however had oow elapsed since his 
return, during which he had tived at his pres- 
ent residunce, apparently in good circum- 
stances, and with an improved character. 
His former life, however, was now remem- 
bered, and suspicion, after all, fastened upon 
him. 

At the expiration of two months, a gentle- 
man one dav stopped in the place for the pur~ 
pose of making inquiry respecting the stran- 

er, Who had been found dead in ia bed. 

e supposed himself to be a brother of the 
ynan. The horse and clothes of the unfor~ 
tunate man still remained, and were imme- 
diately known as having belonged to his 
brother. ‘The body itself was alao taken 
up, and though cousiderably changed, bore 
astrong remblance to him, She now telt 
authorized to ascertain, if pogsible, the man- 
ner of his death. He procegded, therefore, 
to investigate the circumstances as well as 
he wasable. At length, he made knowg to 
the magistrate of the district, the infogma-~ 
tion he had collected, and upon the strength 
of this, Smith wag taken to jail to be tried 
for the wilful murder of Benry Thompgon. 

"Phe celebrated Lor@ Mansfield was then 
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that the prisoner was in some way connected 
with the murder. 

Now, then, continued the counsel, it will 
be proved beyond the possibility of a doubt, 
that the deceased died by poison, But whut 
was the poison? It was a recent discovery 
of some German chemists, said to be pro- 
duced fyom distilling the seed of the wild 
chetry tree. It waa poison more powerful 
than any other known, and deprived of life 
so immediately, as to leave no marks of suf- 
fering, and no contortions to the features, 

But then the question was, by whom was 
it administered? Que circumstance, a sinall 
one indeed, and yet upon it might hang a 
horrid tale, was thatthe stopper of q very 
small bottle of a very singular description 
had been found in the prisoner's house, The} 
stopper had been examined, and said by 
medical men to haye belonged to a German 
phial, containing the kind of poison which 
he had described. But then was that poison 
administered by Smith, or at his instigation? 
Who were the psisoner’s family? It cansist- 
ed only of himself, a housekeeper, and one 
man servent. The man-servgnt slept in an 
out-house adjoining the stable, and did so on 
the night of Thompson's death, The pris- 
oner slept at one end of the house, the house- 
keeper at the other, and the deceased had 
been pus in aroom adjoinipg the house- 
keeper's, 

It would be proved that about three hours 
afier midnight, on the night of Thompson's 
death, alight had been seen moving about 
the house, and that a figure holding the light 
was seen to go from the room in which the 
priscner slept, to the house-keeper’a room; 
the light now disappeared for a yiqute, when 
(wo persons were seen, but whether they 
went into Thompson’s room, the witness 
could not swear; but shortly afiey they were 
observed passing quite through the entry into 
Smith’s room, into which they entered, and 
in about five minutes the hght was extin- 
guished. 

‘The witness would further state, that after 
the person had returned with the light into 
Smith's roam, and before it was extinguish- 
ed, he hud twice observed some dark object 
to interyene between the light and the win- 
dow, almost as large as the surface of the 
window itself, awd which he described, by 
saying, it appeared as if a door had been 
placed before the light. 

Now in Smith’s room, there was nothing 
which could account for this appearance; his 
hed was ina different part; and there was 
neither cupboard nor press in the room, 
which, but for the bed, wasentirely empty, 
the room in which he dressed being at a dis- 
tance beyond it, The counsel for the pros- 
ection here concluded what he had x say. 
During his addresr, Smith appeared in nu 
wise to be agitated or disturbed, and equally 
unmoved was he while the witnesses testified 
in substance what the opening-speech of the 
couusel led the court and the jury to expect, 

Lord Mansfield now addressed the jury. 
He told them that j@ his opinion the evidence 
was not sufficient to condemn the prisoncr, 
and that if the jury agreed with hire in opin- 
ion, the cogrt would discharge him. With- 
out leaving their seats, the jury agveed that 
the evidence was not sufficient. 

Atthis moment, when they were about to 
render 4 verdict of acquittal, the prisoner 
arose andaddressed the court, He said he 
had beeg accused of a foul crime, and the 
jury had said that the evidence was not sufli- 
cientto convict him, Did the jury mean 
that thers was any. evidence against him? 
Was he to go out of the court wiih suspi- 
cions regting upon kim, afterall) This he 
was unwilling to do, Efe was an innocent 
man, and, if the ai would grant him the 
opportunity, he would call his houge-keeper, 
who would confirm q statement which he 


would now make. 

The house-keeper lad not appeared in, 
court, She had conceuled herself, or had 
been concealed by Smith. This was con- 
sidered 9 dark sign against him. But he 
himself now offered to bring her forward, 
and stated asthe reason, not that he was 
unwilling that she should testify, but know- 


onthe. beach. He charged the grand jury 
to be cautious as to finding a bill ngainst the 
prisoner. The evidence of his gyilt, if 
guilty, might be small. Ata future time it 
might be gfe: more information might 
be obtained. Should the jury now find a bill 
against him, and should he be acquitted, he 
could aot ba molested again, whatever testi- 
mony might rise up against him. The grand 
jury, howeyer, did find a bill, hut if was by 
a majority of only oae. At length the time 
of trial arrived. Smith was brought into 
court, and placed atthe bar. A great crowd 
thronged the yoom, eager and anxious to sce’ 
the prisoner, apd to hear the trial, He him- 
self appeared firm and collected, Nothing 
in his appearance or manner indicated guilt; 
and when the question was put to him by the 
Clerk, ‘‘are you guilty, or wot guilty?” he 
answered with an unfaltering tongue, and 
with a countenance perfectly unchanged, 
“nat guilty.” The eougsel for the prosecu- 
tion now opened the case, And it was ap- 
parent he had little expectation of being able 
tofind the prisoner guiky. He gtated to the 
jury that the case was involved in great mys- 
tery, The prisoner was a man of respecta- 
bility and of property. The deceased was 
supposed to have had gold ynd jewels ta a 
large amount; but the prigoner was got ao 
much in want of funds as to be ynder a 
atrong temptation to commit murdey. And 
besides, if the prisoner lad’ obtained the 
property, he had effectually concealed it. 
Not a trace of it could be found, Why thea 
was the prisoner suspected? He would 
the grounds of suspicion. The de- 
ceased, Henry Thompson, was a jeweller, 
residing in London, anda man of wealth.— 
left London for the purpose of ineet- 
er at Hull, of whom he expected 
e alarge purchase. ‘he trader he 
meet; and after the dgparture of the 
Jatter, Mr. ‘Thompson was known to have in 
hia possession gold and jewels to a large

With these in his possession, he left Hull 
on his return to London.

He died then in Smith's house, and if it could 
be shown that he came to his death in an un-

gree correspondent to our large privileges? et 
the shrinee of Mammon, exected on the shoreg of 
the sea,on the banks of every navigable steam, 
and at the terminus of every railroad—let the 
floating palages onthe gecean, and the pauper 
residences. on, the land, be our answer. “Out of 
the heart are the issues of life,” and the heart of 
thenatiowis expanded far enough to take in the 
gold regions of California, the broad and fer- 
tile plains of Texas and Mexico—to desire, witha 
thirst that will not be allayed, the beautiful is- 
lands of Cuba and Hayti; but humanity, exeept 
43 a mere producing animal, finds no place there 
—while of Deity, of a God of justice, and of love 
and mercy, they have not even dreamed. 

Individuals there are-many, very many, it is to | 
be houped—who have never given their hearts and 
their souls into the keeping of the Almighty Dol- 
lar; but the great majoritykave no aspiration kigh- 
er than that, and on that are based all the acts of | 
the nation. Even in.regard to intellecual edyea- 
tion, the arguments ig fnyor of its general dif- 
fusion are almost alvgays bused still upgn the, dol- 
lar.

It is not demanded that the Government should | 
take upon itself the entire management of its | 
children, as was done by the Spartans of old, nei- 
ier should those who are so uafortyzaye as to 
possess but an imperfect physical or mental devel- | 
opment be destroyed or neglected. The humane 
| genius of the ago hus already demanded of Goy-| 
| ernment that the blind,the mute, the deaf, the in- | 
| sane, and the idiotic, shall haye the care and fos- | 
| tering protection of the governing power; and this 
demand has been cheerfutly complied with. 

Forno other purpose is money so lavishly and | 
freely expended as for training the miads of the | 
| youngof all classes,and theentire physical as well as 
| mental capacijies of these unfortunates; but as yet 
the public have not felt the demands of an equal- 
| ly imperative duty, which it owes to those who

To “take no thought for the morrow,” has been 
undrstood to apply only to the hody, ant not, as 
was evidently the meaning of the Divine utterer, 
to trust in God with confiding faith; and, there- 
fore, the body has been allowed to suffer from the 
deepest ignyrance or its structure and laws, and 
the most insane dissegard of all that is necessary 
to’ preserve it in the purity and usefulness it was 
designed to’ possess.

On the 4th day of October, we let Park- 
ville, of} a tourof exploration; ¢rossed the 
Missoari river at Kuykendii's excellent Per- 
ry, at this place, und took the fine road west- 
ward used by the Gualifornia and Oregon 
Emigrants, who prefer the Kansas. valley 
rowle, on wecount of grass being wo weeks 
earlier in the spring, than either of the other 
routes. We crossed the Fort Scott’ and 
Fort Leavenworth road, about ten miles 
frounthis place, wd look nearly a westerly 
direction, on the same excellent road; cross- 
ing Swanger Creek, we caine in sight of the 
apsvas river where it makes a bend ina 
southerly direction, about forty imilea dis- 
tant from Parkville, Crossed the Grasshop- 


per and Soldier Creek — beautiful clear 
streams—punting in a svuth-easterly direc+ 
Hon to the Kansas river, and about eight 
miles, at Milker’s ‘Trading Post, siruck the 
Military: roud from Fort Leavenworth to 
Fort Riley. We crossed the Independence, 
and Oregon, and California roed, the Liule 
and Big Vermillion rivers, the Blue river — 
where, according to the official maps, the’ 
Todian reservatious are bounded on the west. 
We herve found Mr. Gantanp, in charge of 
the Government Ferry, about five miles trom 
the mouth of the Blue, and twenty-four miles 
below Fort Riley, About five miles from 
this Ferry, rossed a beautiful, well-tim- 
bered creek, and seven miles further, ano- 
ther of like description, weading their way 
through rich and beautiful upland rolling 
praine to the Kansas; about twelve iniles 
furtheron we reached the New Fort, which 
has a commanding site ut the juacuon of the 
Republican and Smnoky-Hill forks of the 
Kansas, which is reported to be navigabie to 
this point, by Lieut. Tipsace, of the Army. 
This is the centre of a country belonging to 
the U.S., on the direct central route to the 
great States and ‘erritories lying west of 
the Missouri, a region of unsurpassed fer- 
Ulity, and the most picturesque aud beautiful 
scenery, ) 

On our way, for the first one hundred 
miles through the middle of the Delaware 
and Potawatainie reservations, we observed 
fine timber, not ouly on the main streams 
ruuning south-easterly into the Kunsas, but 
on nearly all the tributaries and creeks which 
flow into the main streams from the prairies, 
The country was aburidantly watered, and 
we observed that wherever the Indians bad 
cultivated the soil, even in their ordinary 
manner, they were rewarded with good crops 

Finding ourselves on the west shore of 
the Blue river, and on lands belonging to 
the United States, we were more purticular 
in our observations.. ‘We took our way to 
the banks of the Kansas and reached that 
tiver about (our miles below the confluence 
of the Blue, We here found the bottom 
irom two tu three miles wide avd extremely 
rich, and the prairie extending novihward 
aud up the yalley of the Blue river, rich and 
fertile, The bottoms of the Blue will aver- 
age from three-fourths to a mile wit of tim- 
ber—walnut, maylé, huckberry and hitkory. 
The soil on thé bottoms of the large and 
small streams is aiways very rich, trough 
the whole regidh of this prairie country, aud 
excellent timber ou nearly all these strewms. 
Uhe upper prairies are an tumense deposit 
of sand and gravel, interspersed) with roeky 
points, covered with a good and very gener- 
ally a vich #oil, 

Yhe head waters of the Big and Little 
Ver lions, are 1 United States territory as 
well as the whale wuters of the Blues, 

The following detached extracts which 
coinside with our observations, are taken 
from the report of Col. Frestoxt, in BSt2, 
and will show the general character of tne 
country in this direction : 

“We crossed at ten o’clock the Big Ver- 
million which bas a rich bottom about one 
[mile in breadth, ope-third of which is occu- 
pied by timber, The country on the bigh 
prairie to-day was rather more broken, rising 
still, and) covered every where with frag- 
ments of selicious limestone, particularly on 
the summits, Where they were small and 
thickly strewed ax pebbles on the shores of 
the sea, This was about ove liundred miles 
from the mouth of the Big Vermillion.— 
There were fine Valleys and good springs 
iiiterspersed through this upland prairie with 
ocessional groves of timber.’ We reached 
the Big Blue, andencamped on the uplands 
on the western side; near a sinall. creek, 
where was a fine large spring of very cold 
water. ‘This is a clear and handsome streatn, 
one hundred and twenty feet wide, running 
with a rapid current through a well timbered 
valley.

“The stream was 
about filly feet wide, three or four feet deep, 
and fringed by cottonwood and willow, with 
frequent groves of oak tenanted by flocks of 
turkeys, Our, road still kept the valley 
which is some times rich and well Aimbered, 
though the country is generally. seneye This 
was ubout two hundred miles from the mouth 
of the Big Blue; from this point to Platte 
‘river the soil is quite sandy, but covered 
generally with grasses The soil on Big 
‘Platte is quite inferior, but on the Nemehns, 
and between the Owtoe and Delaware reser- 
vations, there is soine excellent prairie coun- 
iry, and well adapted to stock raising.

The country afforded uaan excellent road, 
the ronte generally being over high dnd] 
very level’ prairies, crossing ftrmerous| 
streams which were well timbered, with ash, 
elm, cottonwood and very Jarge oak, the lat- 
ter being otcasionally five or six feet in| 
diameter with a sprédding summit.” He 
was now about 180 miles from Fort Riley 
aod abowt 1000 feet above it. ‘Crossing in 
a westerly direction to the affluents of the 
Republican we reached a fork about. forty 
feet wide and one foot deep, flowing with a 
swift current over a sandy bed, and well, 
wooded with*ash-leaved maple, elin, cotion- 
wood, and a few whiite-oaks, Further on, 
we passed unother stream forty feet wide 
and four feel deep, with a dense border wood, 
and musicot with the notes of many birds 
collected here from the vast expnuse of sur- 
rounding praifié,”” At a distance of about 
300 miles from Fort Riley the country began. 
to avsume a desert character, and he had 
reached atv elevation of about 2.000 feet 
above the Fort. The country still west, al- 
though classed as desert, is covered with 
rich and luxurfant buffalo grass, on which 
immense herds 4f buffulo roam, On the 
south of this, towWards the head waters of 
the Smoky Hill Fork, the grasses become 
still riche# and thicker aid more luxuriant; 
and stil! southerly, until you reach the great 
bend of thé Arkansas, the grasses afford the 
best pasturage. Here the Musquit grass 
appears, which is equal to the best Kentucky 
blue grass, 

About two hundréd miles west of Fort 
Riley, onthe Smoky Hill Fork, Col. F. thus 
speaks of the country on his downward trip: 

“'Heré the coustry began perceptibly to 
change its character, becoming a mure fer- 
tile, wooded and benutifii region, covered 
with @ profiision of grasses and watered with 
innumerable little streams which were wood- 
ed with oak, large elms, and the usual varie- 
ties of timber common to the lower course 
of the Kansas river, As we advanced, the 
country gradaally improved—jradually as- 
simulating itself i’ appearance to the north- 
western part of the State of Missouri. The 
beautiful sward of the buffalo grass, which is 
regarded as thé best and most nutritious 
found on the prairies, appéared now only in 
patches, being displaced by a longer and 
coarser grass which ¢overed the face of the 
country luxuriantly." "TWere is much good 
country about the great bend of the Arkua-

Now, here is a very wide field of wsefulness for 
our amateurs; a wark of benevolence thas will 
tell upon haman improvement and happiness quite 
as much as other schemes of philanthropy that 
make far more noise in the world. We know that 
many of thei are not strangers to this labor of lore, 
as the improving farmhouses and cottages for 


derived from the mechanical attrition and decom- 
position of rocks which are exposed oy the face of 
the globe. The crust of the earth, ig composed of 
stony bodies, differing im their structyre and com- 
position. Thus wehave what geologists call 
stratified and unstratified packs; and these are eab- 
divided into primitiye, transition, secondary and 
yoleanic rocks. These include in thelr elassifica- 
tion as well a composition, the granite, clay, slate, 
limestone, chalk, gypsum, quartz, &c. 

Earths are thorefare variously composed accor- 
ding to, the rocks that have supplied the particles; 
and the fertility of soils depends,in s great meas- 
ure, on a proper blending of these. To illustrate 
this, let us imitate the natural formation of svil 
oo 8 small scale. 

First, then, wo pulverize any a few pounds of 
gand rovk or quartz, this wlll furnigh the silicious 
er sandy element of the soil, but would be very 
anproductive of itself. Woeadd, then, a few 
pounds of pulverized slate rock or fieldspar, and 
get the aluminous or clay constituent; but still our 
aoil is imperfect. We now add some pulverized 
lime rock, granite, &c,, apd by the combination 
find that we have silicia, alumma, oxide of jron, 
potassa, magnesia end all the essential ingredients 
of afertile-soil. 

Ip this process we have but imitated what nature 
has done for us- The primitive transition and 
secondary rock have been, by upheavings and con- 
ralsions of nature, broken up, thrown on the sur- 
face, pelverized by friction, and acted on by air, 
water, frost, carbonic acid, &ec., until they have 
been brought into a condirion suitable for soils. 

We have now laid the foundation for the study 
pf soils. It does not require analysis of the chem- 
jst to determine the predominance of some one or 
more of these elements. Some soils are composed 
almost entirely of siler or sand; others of alumi- 
na, or clay, while in others there is a good combi- 
nation of all the elements we have mentiened.— 
These Jatter are of cuurse, the most productive 
soils, 

Bat all these combined, only furnish the inor- 
ganic ingredients of soils, and without other con- 
stituents, would still be bafren. All fertile spils 
are misedmore or less of thedecomposed,argapized 
matter afforded by dead plants and animals. This 
is termed the organic constituents of soils, and the 
amount of it is determined by the dark color af | 
tho soil.—{{ndinna Farmer.

Their proprictors, in the piain, 
gre gentlemen in easy world!y circumstances, and, 
by reason of their social position, have an exten- 
sive influencs. Whaterer may be said of the 
defects of many — gardens, the bad taste 
of their arrangement, their pretension, the improp- 
or selection af fruits, shrghs, and flowers; they 
, Bre so far in advance of the ordinary farm-house 
and eottago, that they serve as models and exert a 
good influence. The very sight of fine ornamental 
trees and flowers, even though the selection is not 
the best, is suggestive to the man who has neither 
hy bis own door. And these private gardens, 
though they were only scen from the highway, are 
s#boontothe country. Every tree and shrub 
planted by the amateur isa silent preacher to the 
wayfarer, bidding him go and do likewise. Eve- 
“sy wdstefal, well kept yard in front of a dwellipg 
is an often-read epistle upon esthetics, and is qo- 
ing something to improve the rural taste, and to 
pultivate the love of home among our countrymen. 

How beautiful these cultivated grounds abayt 
the dwellings make a country, the traveller amid 
English scenery can vividlyyrecall. “One can 
hardly visit the mother country without lavishing 
ai) the epithets of admiration on her rural benuty; 

» 8nd his praises age as justly due to the way-side 
sottages of the humble laborers, whose pecuniary 
soudition of life is far below that of our numer- 
ous small householders, as to the great palaces 
and villgg, Perhaps the loveliest and most fasci- 
nating of the ‘cottage homes,’ of which Mre, He- 
moans has so touchingly sung, ard, en" 
dweellings in that country; dwell! F the most 
part of very moderate size,and 0 greater cost 
than are common jaall the most. thriving and 
populous parts of the Union, but which, owing to 
tho love of horticulture, and the taste for sgme- 
thing above the merely useful, which characterize 
their owners as @ class, are, for the most part, ra- 
diant with the bloom and embellishment of the 
loveliest figwese and shrubs.” This rural cultiva, 
tion gives the vicinity of Boston its greatest charm, 
‘The good work is well begun there, and no equal 
rca in our country gan boast of so many attrac- 
five apd tasteful homes. 

Theso amateur gardens are doipg much to cul- 
tirate the taste of the country far floriculture and 
horticulture; and with alittle attention on the 
part of their owners, they might be made much 
more efficient ip this good work. Moral roforms 
aro said to begin with the humble classes, and 
work upward in society. Rural cultivation must 
begin with the wealthy, who have the menns of 
adornment. It is im this way that this reform has 
been carried in England and the whale country 
been made a land of gardens. Rural taste has 
decended from the Chatsworths, and the public 
parks and gardens of the nation, the humblest cot- 
tages. From these large receptacles of trees and 
plants, it jas been easy for all glasses to procure 
she gems that adorp their homes. 

Our countrymen ere not deficient in capacity to 
sppreciate fine trees or flowers, or such an ar- 
rangoment of both as makes a home look tasteful 
4nd inviting. Many on olm that waves gracefully 
in the distant pasture is covetad by the farmer as 
ae ornament for his home. He would pay large- 
}y tg bayo ifremoyod where ho epuld enjoy ite 


miles around them bear ample testimony. But 
many others do little for improvement among their 
neighbors, either from the apprehension that their 
gifts of plants and flowers would not be apprecia- 
ted, or that the practice of giving to all applicants 
would subjecot them to troublesome demands up- 
on their time.

There ago few shrubs or flowers in gny private 
garden that would not be prized by others who do 
not posgsss them. Plunts are prolifie, and many 
of them sre multiplied with very little labor. A 
very small patch of strawberries will ina single 
season furnish young plants enough ta. stock a 
scora of small gardeps in the neighborhood. Now, 
suppose a gentleman should give out word, in any 
way most convenient to himself, that on a given 
day he would furnish such friends as called at his 
garden with young plants enough to set out a 
strawberry-bed; could he make the day’s-work of 
his gardener in any other way more available for 
the common good, or for his own personal happi- 
ness? Flawers are prafifle in geeds, and a little 
time of the gardener, wisely directed, will serve 
to distribute hundreds of packages among neigh- 
bors and friends, to cheer and adorn their homes. 
Even fruit trees might be distributed withgut any 
very large outlay of time or capitol, Sepdlings 
are constantly shewing themselves, und these are 
easily budda with the choicest frpits. Ifa seore 
young trees wore sent out every yeur, they would 
accomplish mych in due time, by cultivating a 
taste for tre-planting. Scions and buds, in their 
appropriate season, might be distrbuted with much 
less difficulty. 

Fhe happy results of such labors among ama- 
teur gardeners may be seen in the suburbs of Bos- 
ton, Hartford, New-Huven, New-York, and other 
places, where the weekly horticultural shows af- 
ford the best facilities for the distrikatian of seeds 
and plants. The wonderful transformation which 
front yards and gardens have undergone in the vi- 
cinity of these cities, is greatly needed throughout 
our country. Let our amateurs put their hands 
to the work in earnest, and the needad reformation 


in the exterior of our homes will soon be wrought.

Szasos, Crors, etc.—In all the western coun- 
try, with slight local aceptionsy the cropsscem to 
he greatly satisfactory. The corn crop in all the 
worthwest is large beyond example, the breadth 
planted and the uniformly good appearance of the 
crop. The lines of the different railroads, for 
many miles together, are continuous cornfields.— 
The oats crop is also very fino, the burden being 
large on the ground, and the grain heavy. Wheat 
proved to be excellent at the harvesting, though 
the quantity on the ground was less in many sec- 
tions than in forijer years. The hay erop is also 
good. 

The season is scarcely peculiar for’ anything, 
unless for the freqnent storms of wind which have 
occurred among ys, With the exception of 4 dry 
time in July, the rain has been abundant and sea- 
sonable in the country west of the Lakes. Michi- 
gan at one time suffered somewhat from drouth. 
We have had our usual pair of hot spells of weath- 
er, occurring at the right tinge—one in June and 
the other in August.. There may still be some 
heat in September, but we do not look for any 
continuously extreme jn that particular. On the 
whole, gratijpde would seem to be the natural and 
general expression.—[ Prairie Fagmer.
